10. To see if the Town will vote to pay for the use 
of electric lights on Orford street and raise and ap- 
Propriate money for the same. 
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11. To choose a member of the board of trustees 
of Trust fund for three years. 

12. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to repairing Orford bridge. 

13. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to the white pine blister rust. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the repairing of the road east of the Peasley place, 
so-called. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
repairing of the road from the Indian pond road past 
the Ames place, so-called. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
repairing of the road from the Wentworth road to the 
Blodgett place. 

17. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen 
to take the road leading from the line between Fair- 
lee, Vt., and Orford, N. H., through Orfordville, so- 
called, to the line between said Orford and Wentworth 
from the regular road agent district and arrange with 
the State highway department to maintain said high- 
way under the State patrol system of highway main- 
tenance according to the provision of Chapter 117 of 
the Sessions Laws of 1917, providing said arrange- 
ments can be made advantageously. 

18. To hear reports of agents, auditors or commit- 
tees heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating 
thereto and transacting any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

The Visiting Committee submits the following report: 

During the fiscal year ending Jan. 31, 1918, eight 
schools were in session with thirteen (13) different 
teachers and one hundred twenty (120) pupils regis- 
tered. 

Due to the weather conditions, scarcity of fuel, etc., 
some of the schools have been continued under difficul- 
ties through the winter term. 

The Orford street school rooms and halls have been 
varnished and murescoed and the seats moved in ac- 
cordance with the lighting plan required by the State. 
New curtains were purchased and hung in both Pri- 
mary and Grammar rooms. The foundation of: two 
eorners of the walls of the building were washed out 
by heavy rains and necessary repairs were made. 

A stream of water was rented from the Mrs. Charles 
Mann spring for $5 per year and the flush closets re- 
paired and drinking fountains installed. During the 
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severe cold of the winter the water was not used in 
order to conserve fuel. 
- Last year Indian Pond school house was built, but 
Cube school house thoroughly renovated and this year 
the Orford street school rooms repaired. We hope 
next year to do the necessary repair work on Upper 
street school house, thus continuing a relation of re- 
pair work on the different buildings in town. 
Graduating exercises were held in Orford school hall 
Friday evening, June 1917. “A Brave Little Tomboy” 
was dramatized by the eighth grade pupils of the town, 
assisted by Dorothy Stone and Miss Bernice Horton. 
Music was furnished by pupils of the Orford street 
grammar school with Mrs. Conant as pianist. 
Appropriate remarks were made by Rev. C. F. Atkins, 
who also presented the diplomas.

HIGH SCHOOL 


We have seventeen students attending Secondary 
schools or colleges, the largest number for several 
years. To fit our boys and girls for high school in 
eight years we need to add three weeks to our school 
year. The increase in board due to the “high cost of 
living” has made it necessary to raise the salary of 
teachers employed, and to secure such teachers as we 
desire it will be necessary to pay still more or lengthen 
our school year. 
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REMARKS 


The pupils of Orfordville school raised $19.45 with 
which to purchase a flag. 

The Orford street school conducted successfully a 
lecture course, consisting of four numbers. 

New reading books for the first three grades and var- 
ious supplementary readers for all grades have been 
purchased. 

Forman’s Civics, for the eighth grade. 

Arithmetics for the fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades have also been purchased. 

In our Roll of Honor for 1916, the name of Glen 
Pease was omitted. Glen is in the sixth grade and has 
no mark against his name since entering school. 

On account of the severe cold weather and deep 
snow, the children have not been as regular in their 
attendance as we desire. We trust the parents will co- 
operate with us through the Spring term and see that 
their children are in school daily. Children cannot be 
promoted unless they sucessfully accomplish the work 
required in each grade.
